The [ree colnage of gold
means the free coinage of sllver to my mind.

In the last 100 years more by silver than
by gold money, and the whining cant of
sordid avarice which we now hear, that gold
ls sound money and silver & not, has the
prefound contempt of every man familine with
the develupments of his country

""As o the parity of the two metals when
colned, even the small children of finance
know that the purchasing power of a dollar
I not fixed by the quallty or the quantity
of the material which composes It, but by
the law which makes it a ligal tender in the
paymont of debts. When silver is oclned,
therefore, at the ratlo of 16 to 1, or
At any other ratie, and elothed with the
authority of law, It has niver falled to be
on & par with gold in lts purchasing and in
ita debt paying power. The colange act of
1837 proved ltsell a4 wise and safé measure
and T belleve its re-enactment would tow ba
an excellent thing.

Adminisirators
of various estates had from $1.500 to $12.000
In the bank at the time L closed, and a4 num-
ber of small busines: men and farmers are
said to be seriously affected. The school
treasurers and other Lownspsople are known
to have kept thelr funds in the banks. For
many years Rufus N, Ramsey of Carlyle, 1,
the late state treasurer, who died so unexs
peotedly last wonth, and Hecry Saltér were
intereated tn various busineas enterprises, It
Is now stated that the estate of Mr. Ramsey
Is tuvolved by his friend's fallure and would
not pay over 25 cents ot the dollar, although
AL the Ume of his death he was thought to
be wourth at leaut 5200.000.

11.—Cetitral statlon officers
have arrested a man st 498 LaSalle avenue
whom they claimm ‘s Samuel C, wantod
In New York for the embezziement of $354,-
000 from the Shie and Leather Natlonal
bank, In which he was a bookkeeper, The
prisoner stoutly asserted that his name was
Frank J. Dule and that he had been In
Chicago nine wesks

That was Iast night,
talted the attitude
when he eonfessed he was the man whom
the police had suspected him to be. His
confosslon eame as a great reilef to the po-
officers and detectives, who had per-
sistently plied bim with questions to make
him glve himself away, and had temporarily,
however, given up the attempl, pending the
arrival of 4 New York officer, on aeccount
of the prisoner's stolld refusal to admit that
his name could by any possibility be any-
thing but that of Frank Dale, as he had
originally declared it to be.

When the officers entersd the prisoner’s
ro'm to muke the arrest one of them saluted

him with: “Well, how do you do, Samugl?"

stood Eeemingly spellbound and unable to
apeak and his face became pale.

Inppector
Shea and + Lieutenant Haas promptly re-
epanded, cntering the inspector’s private
oflige, where the subject had been confined.

“Be seated, gentlemen,” Seely sald, affably,
as the ofMcers appearsed and simewhat dazed
at his ponchalance they sat down.

FINALLY OWNED UP.

“Now, gentlenwen,” Seely continued, *1
first wish to thank you for your courtesy and
kindness since our meeting last night, 1
have told you repsatedly that my name is
Dale, but I have become tired of deception.
I had no elecp last night; T am weary, My
pame s Seely—Samuel C. Seely, late book-
keeper of the National Shoe and Leather
bank of New York. That Is what I wished
to say to you."

“Do you care to say anything about your
case?"” asked the jnspector.

“Net a thing. 1 am ready und willing to
go back to New York, I will not make
any trouble about extradition. 8o soon as
the proper New York officlals arrive 1 will
go with them."

Hsdnl:.urythlng Fixed to Do Business on a

Large Scale.

GUTHRIE, Okl., Dec. 11.—A squad ol dep-
uty Unlted - States marshals have Just un-
earthed a powerful and dangerous gang of
counterfeiters who have been operating in
conjunction with confederatés in  Indlana,
Missourl and other siates. A chance word
uttered by a member of the gang while In-
toxteated led to a rald and the subsequent
lodging In ths United Btates jail of the fol-
lowing leaders of the gang: Guy Harper, L.
Crawford, Joseph Tillery, Jesse Lockett and
S8am Lockett. After shadowing these men
three months the outlaws were nabbed and
unwillingly led their captors to an under-
ground cavern a few miles east of Perkins,
used by the counterfeiters as a mint and gen-
eral rendexvous., After locating the under-
ground mint the deputies organized and armed
themselves to the teeth, and at 2 o'clock yes-
terday morning descended Into the eavern.
Alter traversing a subterranean passage for
100 yards, they burst In a door and covered
twenty-flve men with Winchesters. The
counterfeiters had been trapped so adroltly
and were so taken by surprise they failed to
show fight and scattered through hidden
exits, Every man escuped. But It afler-
wards developed that the prisoners wers the
leaders of the gung and the others were only
cappers, whose work wos to float the spurious
coln. The ofoers gathered In three bucket-
fuls of counterfeit dollars, perfectly made,
and two tubs full of dimes, quarters and
nickels, besides a costly acsortment of moulds
and other paraphernalia. The men had been
operating in the cave nearly eight months,
and much of the spurious coin was boxed and
expressed to agents In western states. All
the prisoners are educated and well dressod,
Tillery was at ons time an employe In the
mint at Philadelphia. The Lockett brothers
redlded In Perkina, where they were consid-
ered examplary young men. The prisoners
so far are reticent and refuse to answer ques-
tions.
